First, applicant argues that the claimed invention, as recited in claim 17, includes the following feature(s): "if the engine output is at its 
maximum output, the control system devides the torque converter output between the auxiliary drive and the propulsion system so as to 
supply the required power to the auxiliary drive and the working hydraulic system and reduces, as necessary, the power supplied to the 
propulsion system so as to control the speed of the vehicle to a desired speed dictated by the pedal position." Examiner respectfully 
disagrees because the present claim 17 does not accurately reflect the above argument. Claim 17 specifically states, "when the drive 
engine is operating at maximum power, the clutch is engaged and the selector lever is then actuated, the clutch is actuated in a 
disengaging direction and the drive engine is regulated so that the auxiliary drive reaches a defined speed and a driving speed of the 
propulsion drive is reduced as the driving resistance increases." Claim 17 does not specifically require the speed of the vehicle to be 
dictated by the pedal position when the engine is operating at maximum power, as stated above. 

Second, applicant argues that Evans'520 drive train does not include any form of auxiliary drive for driving any form of working hydraulic 
system. As a result, the drive train taught by Evans'520 does not and cannot apportion the engine power output between a drive 
transmission, for moving the vehicle over a surface, and any type of an auxiliary drive for controlling operation of any form of a working 
hydraulic system. Examiner respectfully disagrees with the above argument because Evans'520 (column 7, lines 13-17) discloses a 
hydraulic implement and states, "the present invention provides for a ground speed control of a machine while the engine is running at 
high idle. This allows the operator to inch the machine while providing full power to the implement hydraulics". Examiner also referenced 
this hydraulic implement on page 3 of the final Office action when referring to the claimed auxiliary drive. 

Accordingly, the combination of Evans'520 in view of Nakagami et al. '248, as set forth in the final Office action, dated 01/09/06, meets the 
claimed limitations. 
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
